All  school  children  born  in  I960  and  the  next  year,  1961 5 are 
subjects  for  examinatioru  Ilany  ear  defects  are  being  found 
which  could  otherwise  have  passed  unnoticed  or  undiagnosed.  I 
consider  that  this  work  is  of  the  utmost  importance  and  its 
inauguration  in  our  area  is  a landmark  in  preventive  medicine 
which  we  will  have  good  reason  to  remember  with  gratitude  in 
the  future . 

After  the  successful  pilot  scheme  in  health  education 
last  year  at  Terrington  and  Vest  Walton  I have  been  asked  to 
provide  more  courses  at  other  secondary  schools. 

Although  I consider  that  this  is  very  important  work  I 
find  difficulty  in  expanding  it  because  of  lack  of  suitably 
qualified  staff. 

When  help  can  be  obtained  I will  expand  our  health 
education  scheme  as  much  as  possible  and  ensure  a continuous 
service  to  our  secondary  schools. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
and  support  I have  had  during  the  year  from  the  Clerk 5 Public 
Health  Inspector  and  members  of  the  Local  Health  Office  staff.
